End of the Year — 
Time to Take Stock 


This is the time of year when individuals, families 
and larger organizations pause briefly, take stock of the 
accomplishments of the year drawing to a close, and set up 
a list of objectives for the year ahead.

The city of Menlo Park is no exception. 

Looking backward, administrators and policymakers 
can look upon a year of unspectacular but meaningful ac- 
complishments; there have been annexations, strect im- 
provement projects; the establishment of new zones and 
other things done which will assure the continuance of 
Menlo Park as a fine place in which to live. 

Looking forward, the administrators and policymakers 
might well list as objectives the continuation of present 
policies — plus the initiation of more. 

Under “continued policies” we urge the maintenance 
of a strong stand against the gutting of the community by 
freeway builders and dam builders. 

We urge also that all concerned —city councilmen, 
recreation leaders, and citizens at large who want to help — 
initiate early, and maintain, a strong campaign for the pro- 
posed community activities building on which the voters 
will be asked to cast ballots next Aprii. 

Whether through the allocation of money or through 
legislation, too, the city should start preparing to deal with 
the internal traffic problems of the downtown area. Trying 
to get from one side of the tracks to the other is a trial for 
motorists at almost any hour of the day or night; during 
rush hours, the situation become ludicrous. 


Though not spectacular, some of the most effective 
work that can be done in behalf of the preservation of the 
Menlo Park we like today can be done on paper. The 
city’s policymakers must continue to explore new. zoning 
restrictions, development plans and other legal devices 
aimed at this preservation. 

Doesn't sound too wildly visionary, does it? 

Other than the proposed.community activities build- 
ing —which the city and its scores of organized groups 
unquestionably, badly needed — there’s nothing hugely ex- 
pensive in the program for 1962, and the building will be 
an asset the use of which we can all enjoy. 

The main object of local city government, then, should 
be to keep up the good work.

State Allocation Makes New 
Welfare Approach Possible 

San Mateo County Supervisors Tuesday will consider 
signing a contract with the state that will allow Dr. Harold 
C. Chope, county department of public health and welfare 
director, to try the “team” approach to easing social and 
welfare problems in the east-of-Bayshore area. 

We hope that they see their way clear to approve this 
initial six-month contract. 

There will be expense to the county, The contract 
calls for county provision of quarters for the department 
team envisioned by Dr. Chope, while $17,209 in state and 
federal funds will be supplied to pay salaries of new. per- 
sonnel. 

We do not know what the rental expense to the county 
will be — but we fecl that Chope’s plan represents a new 
method of helping people to help themselves. 

[It is designed to rehabilitate people who now find 
themselves unable to offer their family enough income — 
and thus make them self-sufficient once more. 


The San Mateo County allocation is the first to be 
granted by the state under new legislation which is aimed 
at improvement of public welfare administration. 

Dr. Chope feels his approach to this problem can be 
effective. Let’s give it a try.

Last week, persons unknown 
provided themselves with a 
Christmas tree at public ex- 
pense, hewing down one of the 
trees planted a couple of years 
ago between Alma Street and 
the railroad tracks. 

While the monetary loss 
might not be great and while 
the loss of beauty to future gen- 
erations is intangible, the theft 
might-be taken as an example 
illustrating a fact often ignor- 
ed: People are awfully hard on 
public property. 

Public workers will tell you 
that there are two types of pro- 
perty destruction with which 
they have to deal — and which

The answer is a firm “yes.” 

Until a couple of years ago, 
for instance, the city maintain- 
ed an old frame and _ stucco 
structure in Nealon Park. It 
had windows, which were brok- 
en as often as they were replac- 
ed. Little sons of taxpayers (or 
something) succeeded in kick- 
ing holes in the walls. They al- 
so succeeded in packing in buc- 
ketsful of gravel on oceasion. 

The humor of these carry- 
ings-on is hard to understand, 
for an outsider. 

Another lesson was learned 
locally from the Ravenswood 
Recreation District. 

Years ago that district open- 
ed a rest room at Jack Farrell 
Park. Since it was at that time 
naively supposed that. people 
had a respect for public pro- 
perty, the plumbing was puto 
into the building in much the 
same way as it is in a private 
home. . 

A couple of toilets and wash 
basins vanished, before the 
message became clear: Such fa- 
ciliites have to be hooked up 
with “through wall” connec- 
tions so they can’t be removed 
unless the other side of the 
wall is reached. 

You'll notice such connec- 
tions on the new facilities at 
all local parks, now. 

Time was when college lads 
used to go to considerable trou- 
ble to acquire such things as 
street barriers, kerosene lan- 
terns, “stop” signs and. sign 
posts. Maybe they still do. 

But the lantern has been re- 
placed by the “flasher” — an 
expensive gadget but one not 
attractive for your den or fra- 
ternity livingroom and it’s us- 
ually chained to the street bar- 
rier, resulting in a cumbersome 
bundle. 

Street departments some- 
times are victims of another 
variety of thief. 

This one is the one who pries 
up manhole covers and storm 
drain inlets for sale to used me- 
tal dealers. 

Aside from the danger. cre- 
ated, which is considerable, the 
cost of these heavy metal ob 


- jects is high. 


None have been reported 
stolen locally for years, but 
they do get stolen. 

A few months ago, in Santa 
Clara county, a city purchasing 
agent learned that some storm 
drain inlets were “available” 
at a wrecking yard near his 
town. 

He jeurneyed thither and 
bought some of the gratings at 
a fraction of what they would 
have cost on the open market, 
in order to save his city some 
money. 

He was thereupon villified 
for “buying stolen property” 
while the original theft, as far 
as the papers in teh area were 
concerned, wasn’t even news! 

Thus, it can be seen, abuse 
of public property has become 
so usual that we sort of expect 
it. 

But this doesn’t mean that 
public employees ean be less

Problem Remains

San Mateo county is outi of 
the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District for all intents and pur- 


poses, and the board of super- 


visors is to be complimented 
for its firm stand on withdraw- 
ing from the district before the 
measure could be placed on the 
ballot. 

Certainly there are . those 
who criticize this \stand, pri- 
marily on the basis that it 
should be up to the people to- 
decide such issues. We have al- 
ways favored letting the voters 
decide ALL important issues. 

There is more than a mere 
election involved in this issue, 
however. The fact that the pop- 
ulation centers of San Francis- 
co and Contra Costa counties 
could force us in despite a 
strong negative vote here (con- 
sidering that would be the 
case) justified the board mem- 
bers’ unanimous vote to elimi- 
nate that very possibility. 

Most people will agree that 
San Mateo county must look 
toward improved transit con- 
ditions, both rail and otherwise. 
And the board of supervisors 
is following up its action along 
this line. 

An immediate study will 
get under way with Santa 
Clara county and with South- 
ern Paeific and Greyhound 
officials to see what can be 
done about it. Who knows 
but what there may be many 
of the present rapid transit 
distriet. plans included in the 
new program, but at least we 
wen’t have to be paying for 
large shares of improvements 
in other counties, plus the 
faet that. we will get a serv- 
ice that will be more suita- 
ble to Peninsula residents. 

Local property owners had a 
lot at stake in the board’s de- 
cision to withdraw from the 
district. The fact that Santa 
Clara county was not in, that 
the cost locally exceeded the 
benefits and the routing was. 
not desirable, are not the only 
points involved. County Mana- 
ger E. R. Stallings in a sum- 
mary to the hoard, said the 
transit district would take $38 
million in private property 
from the tax rolls. Considering 
that the transit plan itself 

would add upward of 635 cents 
to our tax bill, taking so much 
private property from the rolls 
is an important factor. 

When you figure that one 
cent on the county tax rate 
raises approximately $80,000, 
the loss of property to the 
transit district could mean an 
additional 50 cents a year on 
our annual tax bills. This 
means that the transit dis- 
trict as planned could have 
increased our basic county 
tax bill by 75 per cent. This 
certainly is a load the people 
of this county could not af- 
ford. 

But the program is dead as 
far as this county is concerned. 
This does not mean that we 
will get off without a sizeable 
bill in future years. The mov- 
ing of people, whether by rail, 
bus. or highway will continue to 
be a major problem and must 
be settled with costly projects. 
The first likely will be the pro- 
posed street and highway build- 
ing program which is schedul- 
ed to go on the ballot next year. 

The transit district had plan- 
ned grade separations costing 
$14 million in its program. 
Some of these, but not all, must 
be included in the highway 
program. We feel sure the of- 
ficials of San Mateo and Santa 
Clara counties can get togeth- 
er with Southern Pacific, in 
particular, to improve local

In the Garden: 


It's Time for 
Year-End 
Pruning 


If you would leave your gar 
den in good order when the ol¢ 
year runs out, sharpen you 
shears and start pruning. Deci 
duous fruit trees, grapes, ber 
ries, roses and certain othe: 
flowering shrubs will need 
pruning before winter ends anc 
the sooner you start the bette: 
it is. 

There are many shrubs 
that do not need pruning, of 
course and be warned against 
any indiscriminate hacking 
A chat on pruning theory 
and schedules with a local 
purseryman will benefit ma- 
ny an inexperienced garden- 
erin this respect. 


Briefly, we do not prune 
spring flowering deciduou; 
shrubs and trees until afte) 


bloom for the simple reason 
that we don’t want to rob our 

selves of their beauty. Nor d¢ 

we prune most evergreens in | 
winter for the reason thai 
pruning is liable to induce new | 
growth in these non dormant 
species and new growth is sus 
ceptible to frost. 

We do prune sumimer-flowei 
ing shrubs such as roses anc 
hydrangeas which will blooa 
on the new growth they pro 
duce next spring. We prune 
fruit trees to help prevent ov 
ercropping and to improve 
quality of the fruit. 

We prune grapes for the 
same reason and berries be- 
cause the canes on which they 
bore fruit this year will no. 
be productive again an: 
should be removed. And we 
prune deciduous shade irees 
now if there’s any dead wood 

to remove, if the form needs 
improving or if the trunk 
needs strengthening. 

With all this in mind it is 
not possible here to treat each 
variety individually. Determine | 
which of your garden shrubs 
and trees are to be winte: 
pruned, then discuss them with 
your nurseryman. 

It is possible, however, to re 
state some time honoree 
“musts” of successful pruning 
Remember to determine just | 
what you want to accomplish | 
by pruning before you start 
never prune with dull shears 
a clean cut is essential nevel 
leave stub when removing a 
branch — when you do leave | 
a stub as in pruning roses, al } 
ways cul to a bud.
